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THIS is how the dated retail and office 
block on Ely’s Market Place could soon 
look. 

Family-run firm Rannerlow Property 
Investment and Management, which 
owns the large 1960s building, had to 
go back to the drawing board last year 
after its original redevelopment plans for 
the site were heavily criticised by local 
residents and businesses. 

The company has spent months alter¬ 
ing the scheme and this is how it proposes 
the new development should look. The de¬ 
signs will go on show next week as part of a 
two-day public consultation. 

The plan is to add 12 new apartments 
and envelope the building, which is home 
to businesses such as TuckerGardner, Yarn 
on the Square and Wood Green charity 
shop, in a new facade. 

James Bateson, the company’s manag- 
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ing director, says the development will “in¬ 
tegrate and complement the surrounding 
buildings”. 

He said: “It was clear that all those who 
attended the earlier consultation in 2015 
were united in their dislike of the current 
1960s building. 

“However, the public had a number of 
major concerns about the former pro¬ 
posed design. 

“The former design was seen as too 
tall, too bulky, not within keeping of Ely’s 
Market Place, and people said it did not 
preserve views of the cathedral from the 
Market Place.” 

The original proposals, which were re¬ 
vealed to the public in March last year, 


involved building 21 new apartments. 
Residents voiced concerns over the 
design - mainly the height of the building 
and how that could have impacted on the 
Market Place and views of the cathedral. 

Mr Bateson added: “The new plans are 
designed by technical illustrator Eric Gee 
who has attempted to address those con¬ 
cerns by reducing the building’s height by 
a storey, reducing the bulk of the building 
by 20 per cent, building only upon the ex¬ 
isting footprint of the building, and imple¬ 
menting a subtle and more contemporary 
approach to the overall look and feel to the 
facade.” 

The revised plans will go on display on 
Thursday, February 25, and Saturday, Feb¬ 
ruary 27, at Ely Cathedral Centre on Pal¬ 
ace Green. The event will run from 12.30- 
2.30pm on both days when residents can 
view the details and have their say.

Reptile farm to 
create new jobs 


A REPTILE and insect farm 
is coming to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire after planners 
gave it the go-ahead. 

Monkfield Nutrition Ltd is 
set to build new state-of-the- 
art facilities at Arthur Rick- 
wood Farm in Mepal with 
the backing of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee. 

The firm, which specialises 
in breeding live food such 
as crickets and locusts, and 
which has the largest cap¬ 
tive breeding programme 
of reptiles, such as snakes 
and lizards, in Europe, has 
been operating from smaller 
premises in Wendy, South 
Cambridgeshire, for the past 
18 years. 

Arthur Rickwood Farm, 
which is located on the A142 
close to Mepal Outdoor Cen¬ 
tre, was formerly occupied by 
Adas, and the site has been 
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vacant for years. 

The redevelopment will in¬ 
clude the erection of storage 
buildings, a staff hostel, an 
office and mess rooms, a bio¬ 
mass boiler and solar panels, 
plus the refurbishment of ex¬ 
isting buildings. 

The firm says its reptiles 
will be housed in rooms with 
secured entry systems and 
that the Mepal site was the 
“only place that ticked all of 
the boxes after an 18-month 
search”. 

The insect and reptile farm 
will eventually bring 150 jobs 
to the district, around 90 of 
which the firm says will be 
open to applicants from East 
Cambridgeshire. 

As it is Monkfield’s inten¬ 


tion to eventually close its 
Wendy premises, the com¬ 
pany hopes that the remain¬ 
ing 60 positions will be filled 
by existing and experienced 
staff members. 

Darren Hill, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s business development 
manager, said: “The new in¬ 
sect and reptile farm sends a 
strong message to the busi¬ 
ness community. 

“It says that we’re not just 
about regulation, but here 
to listen and support appli¬ 
cants, so that they feel in¬ 
spired to make roots in the 
district.” 

It is thought it will take 
around 12 months to com¬ 
plete work on the site before 
Monkfield can start to move 
in.

COUNCIL 

Tory anger over 
ward proposals 


TORIES are “appalled” by 
the proposed new Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil divisions for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire - and are calling 
on local MPs to vote against 
them. 

The Local Government 
Boundary Commission for 
England’s (LGBCE) recom¬ 
mendations propose that 
Cambridgeshire should be 
represented by 61 county 
councillors - eight fewer 
than the current arrange¬ 
ment. 

It is also proposing that 
those councillors should 
represent 51 single-mem¬ 
ber electoral divisions and 
five two-member divisions 
across the county. A map 
showing how the new divi¬ 
sions would affect East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is on page 10. 

But Conservatives are call¬ 
ing on MPs Lucy Frazer and 
Steve Barclay to vote against 
the proposals. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
local Conservatives, Anna 
Bailey, county councillor 
for Ely South and West and 
district councillor for the 
Downham Villages, says 
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the commission has not 
followed its own statutory 
guidelines, that the new di¬ 
visions will “seriously sup¬ 
press local representation” 
and that the proposals are 
not what local people or 
organisations wanted. 

She said: “We are appalled 
by the final outcome that the 
commission is proposing. In 
particular, the new ‘super di¬ 
vision’ of Littleport West will 
seriously suppress democra¬ 
cy and wipe out any hope of 
independent councillors be¬ 
ing able to stand for election. 

“The commission has to¬ 
tally ignored the local re¬ 
sponses made to the public 
consultation, failed to follow 
its own guidelines and has 
made a mockery of the stat¬ 
utory requirement to reflect 
local community interests 
and identities.” 

In October 2014 the LG¬ 
BCE opened its first round 
of consultation and 43 re¬ 
sponses were received in 
relation to East Cambs, of 
which none supported its 


proposals, 36 were against 
them and seven did not say 
either way. 

Complaints about the pro¬ 
posed size of the divisions, 
especially the proposal for 
Littleport West were com¬ 
mon, and there was large 
support for single member 
divisions. 

Cllr Bailey added: “We 
have written to the LGBCE 
asking them to review their 
decision in relation to East 
Cambs, and we are calling on 
our local MPs to vote against 
it when it is put before Par¬ 
liament.” 

The LGBCE says its final 
proposals follow two phases 
of public consultation. 

The proposed new ar¬ 
rangements must be imple¬ 
mented by Parliament and 
are expected to come into 
force at the county council 
elections in 2017.

A COMMUNITY defibrilla¬ 
tor has been installed at Ely’s 
Paradise Swimming Pool. 

The lifesaving piece of 
equipment was originally 
meant to be fitted at the 
city’s Sainsbury’s store. 
However, after the funds 
had been raised, Sainsbury’s 
head office said the com¬ 
pany did not have a national 
policy to install defibrilla¬ 
tors inside its stores. 

The equipment had been 
funded by the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service 
Trust (EEAST) and members 
of the Ely Community First 
Responders, with the help of 
generous Sainsbury’s shop¬ 
pers, who raised around 
£700 needed to purchase the 
cabinet for it. 

When Claire Dunham, 
co-ordinator of the local 
First Responders, was then 
left with a defibrillator and 
a cabinet but nowhere to 
install them, Simon Clasby, 
general manager of the Par¬ 
adise Pool, stepped in. 

Claire, who also works for 
the EEAST as a student tech¬ 
nician, told the News: “We 
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were all really disappointed 
when Sainsbury’s turned 
around and said ‘no’ to hav¬ 
ing the defibrillator. 

“I then took to Twitter and 
asked if there were any busi¬ 
nesses or organisations in 
Ely city centre which would 
like the defibrillator. 

“Simon got in touch pretty 
much straight away, which 
was great. The pool offered 
to pay the £4 per year run¬ 
ning costs and the cost of 
an electrician to fit the defi¬ 
brillator, but everything else 
had been paid for thanks to 
the Ely Community First Re¬ 
sponders and the generous 
Sainsbury’s shoppers.” 

A Sainsbury’s spokesman 
said: “We regularly carry out 
thorough risk assessments 
factoring in expert medical 
advice and keep our policy 
under review, but at present 
we do not install defibrilla¬ 
tors within our stores. 

“All of our stores have 


CPR-trained first aiders on 
hand in case of an emer¬ 
gency.” 

Community defibrillators 
can be accessed in an emer¬ 
gency by any member of the 
public who will be given a 
code from the call handler 
when they dial 999. 

A spokesman for EEAST 
told the News: “With hun¬ 
dreds of community public 
access defibrillators across 
the region, often located in 
rural communities, knowing 
where your nearest defibril¬ 
lator is and getting it to the 
patient more quickly while 
the 999 call is on-going, can 
greatly help the outcome 
when someone is in cardiac 
arrest. 

“After a cardiac arrest, 
every minute without CPR 
and defibrillation reduces 
someone’s chance of sur¬ 
vival by 10 per cent.” 

The Ely Community First 
Responders are keen to get 
more defibrillators fitted in 
the Ely area.

Drink-driver banned 

A MOTORIST has been disqualified 
from driving after he was caught 
behind the wheel while more than 
double the legal limit.

Hodgson’s disqualification will be 
reduced by 21 weeks if he completes 
a drink-driver awareness course by 
April 8, 2017.

COUNCIL 

‘£120k, thanks 
but no thanks’ 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council has received a 
£120,000 boost from central 
Government - but the lead¬ 
ing Conservatives want to 
share the money out to local 
parish councils. 

The authority was given 
£120,705 in the form of a Ru¬ 
ral Services Delivery Grant 
last week. 

But its leader, Cllr James 
Palmer, says the authority is 
“not in need of the money” 
and is proposing that the 
grant is given to rural parish¬ 
es across East Cambridge¬ 
shire rather than be ab¬ 
sorbed into the district 
council’s budget. 

It comes in the wake of 
highly controversial plans to 
close half of Ely’s public toi- 
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lets - and contentious pro¬ 
posals to sell an area of green 
city space in The Vineyards, 
to developers - both to save 
and generate extra council 
funds. 

Cllr Palmer told the Ely 
News : “While the grant was 
an important boost to some 
councils who are struggling 
to balance their budget, at 
East Cambs we are not in 
need of the money to prop 
up our revenue. 

“Therefore the Conserva¬ 
tive group will propose 
to council that the entire 
£120,705 be divided among 
the rural parishes of East 


Cambridgeshire.” 

He added: “We are also 
proposing a council tax 
freeze in East Cambridge¬ 
shire for the third year in a 
row while continuing to pro¬ 
vide the best possible service 
to the residents of the dis¬ 
trict.” 

The final decision on how 
the grant will be spent lies 
with the council’s commer¬ 
cial services committee. It is 
due to meet on March 15. 

The Ely News reported 
last week that the council is 
planning to close the public 
toilets in Ely’s Barton Road, 
Newnham Street and Sacrist 
Gate in a bid to save money.

Changes not 
for the better 

THE mission statement of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council alludes to good financial 
management and promotes the 
commercialisation of services. To 
this end it is setting up a trading 
company, most notable so far in the 
proposed development of Barton 
Road car park. It has, I believe, a new 
director appointed to presumably 
deliver development of council 
assets. 

Meanwhile the administration 
has embarked on a programme of 
cultural change. Officers of many 
years' standing, and significant and 
valued experience, have left the 
authority. 

There has been a particularly 
high rate of turnover in the planning 
department including section 
heads and case officers, no doubt 


disappointed in the decisions of 
the planning committee. This has 
led to the recruitment of at least 13 
new members of planning staff at 
unknown cost. 

Some staff have left voluntarily 
but your council tax has been used 
to 'cleanse' the authority of officers 
who rightly expected to have their 
professional opinions valued. 

Between April 2014 and November 
2015 some: 

• £373,000 has been paid out in 
redundancy payments; 

• £360,000 has been paid out 
in pension enhancements (early 
retirements) and 

• £52,000 has been spent on 
ex gratia payments (extra 
responsibility payments, which may 
be recurring). 

So an administration that is 'careful 
with the pennies', like proposing to 
charge for the toilets, now overtaken 
by closure and development, has 
been profligate with the pounds. 

Over time it will be argued that 
the savings on wages will more 
than cover these costs. But new 
appointments have been made which 
will eat into the supposed savings and 
at least some public money has been 
spent to rid the council of staff that 
worked hard but did not share the 
worldview of 'those in charge'. 

The capacity of the district council 
to deliver the services that we value 
has been much diminished as a 
result of these politically-motivated 
changes.

There was a notice on the wall 
of the toilets in The Cloisters, some 
time ago, asking whether people 
would be willing to pay for using the 
facilities. The obvious answer to that 
is 'no.' However, if it were spelled out 
that there needs to be a charge, then 
so be it. 

I do not envy the councils for 
having to balance their books, with 
all the cuts, but I do not like the 
way that they are gradually trying to 
downgrade Barton Road car park.

Review of the Sparkling Valentine Concert, Ely 
Cathedral on Saturday, February 13 

OCALLY-born Warren Mailley-Smith is 
undoubtedly a highly-talented pianist and an 
evening of Chopin, candlelight and subtle lighting 
in our magnificent Ely Cathedral was a romantic 
occasion. 

With phenomenal technique, teasing out every 
nuance of emotion in the melodies of Chopin, 

Warren mesmerised the audience. No matter how 
much clarity, virtuosity and skill the pieces demanded, 
he made them look easy and shaped the sounds 
so exquisitely that the listeners could not help 
but understand the romantic essence of the great 
composer. 

It is no wonder this pianist has been invited to play 
for the Royal Family more than 30 times. Among 
the works Warren played were a number of familiar 
scherzos, waltzes and nocturnes by Chopin along 
with his 'Berceuse', 'Fantasie-Iimpromptu in C sharp 
minor', two movements from his 'Sonata number 2', 
the 'Military Polonaise' and 'Ballade number one'. 

Renowned soprano Susan Parkes sang two of 
Chopin's songs in Polish (his native language) and 


entertained us with some delightful Italian opera 
music by Puccini ('O mio babbino caro' and 'Quando 
m'en vo' and Bellini ('Ah non credea mirati'). Her 
powerful voice rang through the cathedral and her 
antics were highly entertaining. Warren just managed 
to continue with the accompaniment as her character 
flirted with him while he was seated at the grand 
piano. 

A glass of bubbly at the interval and a well- 
deserved encore ('Clair de Lune' by Debussy) made 
the evening just perfect. 

Review of Viva's production of Educating Rita on 
February 11, at The Brook, Soham 

ITH the film of Educating Rita starring Julie 
Walters and Michael Caine very much in 
mind, I thought it would be difficult for Viva 
to come anywhere near its standard. However, these 
two actors, Kerry Hibbert and Rowan Maulder were 
even better - for not only did we experience the 
delightful contrasts between chatty hairdresser and 
experienced university professor, we also witnessed 
much more clearly the gradual changes in them 
as Rita became the confident, informed literature- 


loving expert and the professor gradually slid into 
disillusioned poet and alcoholic. 

The play by Willy Russell has many more layers 
than I had seen in the film. The director and 
producer, Sarah Dowd, explored these more fully and 
the audience was held in suspense as Rita struggled to 
perfect the art of literary criticism while the professor 
was frequently amazed at her unique wisdom, wit 
and capacity to affect those she came into contact 
with on a personal level. 

As the Open University student and the professor 
grew by learning from each other, their relationships 
with their respective partners diminished. However, 
unlike all goody-goody movies, Rita and Frank 
remained friends on an intellectual level with the 
underlying nuances of potential ever present. 

The acting was superb, the Liverpudlian accent a 
delight, the professor's seasoned cynicism contrasting 
beautifully with Rita's youth and vivacity. The first 
two-hander presented by Viva, it was a huge triumph. 
Exemplary sets, costumes and supporting teams also 
helped to make this a memorable evening. I look 
forward to Viva's production of Evita next March.

FINAL plans to slim down Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council have 
been revealed. 

The recommendations from the 
independent Local Government 
Boundary Commission for Eng¬ 
land propose that Cambridgeshire 
should be represented by 61 coun¬ 
ty councillors in the future - eight 
fewer than the current arrange¬ 
ment. 

The recommendations also pro¬ 
pose that those councillors should 
represent 51 single-member elec¬ 
toral divisions and five two-mem¬ 
ber electoral divisions across the 
county. 

The publication follows two 
phases of public consultation on 
the commission’s draft proposals 
last year. 

In the Ely area, the plan is to get 
rid of the Ely North and East, and 
Ely South and West divisions, and 
to introduce an Ely East and Ely 
West division. 

The commission is also plan¬ 
ning on scrapping the current Had- 


denham and Sutton divisions and 
introducing a new Littleport West 


division to cover the western side 
of Littleport and all the surround¬ 


ing villages, including Haddenham, 
Sutton, Little Downham, Wilbur- 
ton, Coveney, Mepal, Wardy Hill, 
Pymoor, Aldreth, Stretham, Little 
Thetford andWitcham. 

The plan is to also change what is 
currently the Soham and Fordham 
Division by creating a new Little¬ 
port East and Soham North divi¬ 
sion, and a Fordham Villages and 
Soham South division. 

Villages such as Prickwillow, Bar¬ 
way, Shippea Hill and Little Ouse 
will be in the Littleport East and 
Soham North division, and Ford¬ 
ham, Burwell, Chippenham, Snail- 
well, Kennett, Swaffham Prior and 
Swaffham Bulbeck will be in the 
Fordham Villages and Soham South 
division. 

The proposed new arrangements 
must now be implemented by Par¬ 
liament and are expected to come 
into force at the county council 
elections in 2017.

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DEVELOPMENT 

Traveller pitch 
plans approved 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build a new traveller site in 
Wilburton have been ap¬ 
proved. 

Despite objections from 
residents, councillors and 
several parish councils, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee has given the proposals 
for land north of Amberside, 
in Stretham Station Road, 
the go ahead. 

Messrs Tidd and Gray ap¬ 
plied to build eight traveller 
pitches at the site in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Each pitch will provide 
private amenity space, a day 
room and hard-standing 
space for a mobile home 
and a touring caravan. 

The plans proved con¬ 
troversial - particularly be¬ 
cause the land is located 
outside the local develop¬ 
ment envelope. 

Objectors also said that 
Stretham Station Road can¬ 
not cope with any extra traf¬ 
fic and that building on the 
low-lying land will exacer-

bate the current flood risk. 

In her letter to the coun¬ 
cil, Barbara Botradi, of Stre¬ 
tham Station Road, said: 
“The increased traffic from 
this proposal would affect 
all those living on this road, 
especially also since the 
junction further along Stre¬ 
tham Station Road, where 
it meets the A10, has been 
the scene of several car acci¬ 
dents in recent years, some 
of which were fatal. 

“Although the planned site 
would hold eight pitches for 
caravans, this could be po¬ 
tentially up to 32 vehicles.” 

Mr and Mrs B Grey, also 
of Stretham Station Road, 
said: “The site is outside the 
development area of all the 
surrounding villages and 
is not designated as a rural 
development site. Although 
the highways department 
feel that they have no is¬ 
sues regarding the increase 


in road usage, we feel that 
traffic will impact on what 
is already a very busy road.” 

Charles Roberts, district 
councillor for Stretham, 
Wilburton and Little Thet- 
ford, also objected. 

He said: “This site is un¬ 
suitable for development 
and the application is en¬ 
tirely opportunistic be¬ 
cause the agricultural land 
just happened to come up 
for sale. That is not an ac¬ 
ceptable reason for allow¬ 
ing development in an area 
of countryside that has so 
many problems.” 

Senior planning officer 
Andrew Phillips said the de¬ 
velopment was “in accord¬ 
ance with the policies of the 
Development Plan” and that 
it “represented sustainable 
development”. The plans 
were approved subject to 
numerous conditions.

‘Why we’re stronger in Europe’ 


In this personal opinion piece, Geoffrey Woollard argues that we should remain in 
the European Union. Geoffrey, who lives in Soham, is a retired farmer and a former 
Conservative county and district councillor. He stood as an independent, for South 
East Cambridgeshire, in the 2010 General Election and, in his own words, 'lost big 
time.'

M Y preference is for the resurrection of 
the British Empire. It won't happen. 
Absent it happening, my reasons for 
supporting Britain remaining in the European 
Union are historical, political and cultural. 

Historically, Britain and its Empire steered 
clear of some European conflicts but we English 
were at war with the Spanish in the 16th 
century and with the Scots and the Dutch in the 
17th century. 

We British warred with the French in the 
18th century and we became involved in the 
Napoleonic Wars in part because the then 
British establishment was terrified of the French 
Republic and following that, the French Empire 
under Napoleon. 

Excepting the Crimean War, Britain avoided 
most later 19th century European conflicts 
(though the Palmerston Forts were built in the 
1860s for fear of France's Napoleon III) but 
European powers fought among themselves 
and Prussia/Germany under Bismarck wrought 
havoc in, successively, Denmark, Austria and 
France. 

Much blood and treasure was lost and it is 
arguable that the world would have been a 
better place had Otto von Bismarck never lived, 
for the German Empire, France and Russia came 
to blows again in 1914. 

The so-called 'Great War' could have been 
avoided and Britain's involvement in it should 
have been avoided. 

Much more blood and treasure was lost by 


all of the parties and the war ruined the British 
Empire. It also ruined France and it wrecked 
Germany and Austria. 

The wrecking of Germany and Austria and 
the Communist revolution in Russia led to the 
rise of Nazism. Had the politicians of the 1920s 
and 1930s seen what was coming they and we 
might have avoided the ultimate in European 
conflicts, the Second World War. 

After that war, many Europeans were more 
far-sighted than their predecessors and resolved 
that such ruination should never again be visited 
upon Europeans. 

They formed what was to become a union 
of nation states, a union of states and peoples 
that had hitherto fought among themselves and 
against each other for centuries. Those then in 
the union wanted Britain as part of their union. 

Britain, notwithstanding its standing in the 
world and its old and glorious British Empire, 
is and always will be a European nation, 
and Britain joined the then union, which 
subsequently became the European Union. 

Geographically, Britain is European: we are 
not American nor African nor Asian. 

Religiously, we are European: we are not 
Hindu nor Muslim: we are an integral part of 
what used to be called Christendom. 

Politically, we are European: we believe 
in democracy and the rule of law: we are 
intolerant of tyrannies. Some of our European 
partners are republics. 

We have a constitutional monarchy 


answerable to Parliament. (It is, of course, not 
without significance that the Queen and her 
Consort are both of German descent and Royal 
Assent to British Acts of Parliament uses Norman 
French words, 'La reine le veult'). 

Culturally, we are European: we identify with 
Athens, with Rome, with Berlin, with Paris, 
with Vienna, with the old Hanseatic ports, even 
with S Petersburg: our horizons may include 
Calcutta, Cape Town, Hong Kong, New York 
and Sydney, but old Europe is still our backyard 
and the basis of our being. 

Much of the population of Britain can be 
traced back to those Saxons, Vikings, Normans 


and Danes - all Europeans - who crossed the 
North Sea or the English Channel to make their 
homes here and to breed with the ancient 
Britons and the native tribes of our small islands. 

The biggest worry in my mind is not we 
British becoming more European, but our 
European Britishness being diluted by infusions 
of foreign folk from much further afield. 

We Europeans must stand together for, in 
division, European nation states are headed for 
further disasters. 

The alien enemy is at the gates again: now is 
not the time for further bickering over what are, 
essentially, trivial issues.

Local officers to take on 
Three Peaks Challenge

POLICE officers will be taking on 
three of the UK’s highest mountains 

- and the inspiration behind their 
challenge is a colleague’s son. 

Eight members of the A shift at 
Ely station, which includes Pc Mark 
Wootton, have signed up for the 
Three Peaks Challenge in April. 

Mark’s eldest son, Henry, was di¬ 
agnosed with Friedreich’s Ataxia, a 
rare degenerative genetic disorder, 
when he was nine. 

Ataxia is an umbrella term for 
a group of neurological disorders 
that affect balance, co-ordination 
and speech. 

Friedreich’s Ataxia leads to re¬ 
duced levels of frataxin, a protein 
vital for life and cell survival. It is a 
life threatening illness with no cure. 

When Henry was diagnosed, he 
was given a life expectancy of early 
adulthood. He is now 24 years old. 

The challenge will see the offic¬ 
ers - and Pc Wootton’s wife, Felicity 

- climb the highest peaks in Scot¬ 
land, England and Wales (Ben Ne¬ 
vis at 1344m, Scafell Pike at 978m 
and Snowdon at 1085m) within a 


24-hour period. All funds they raise 
will go towards the charity, Ataxia 
UK. 

Mark said: “We are all really ex¬ 
cited about doing the challenge as 
a team. 

“The whole shift is aware of my 
son’s ongoing battle with a really 


debilitating ataxia so the money we 
raise will go towards a cause that is 
close to all of our hearts. 

“It will be a huge challenge for us 
all and we would be really grateful 
for any sponsorship.” 

The largest cost was the hire of a 
minibus which the team needs to 


get between the three peaks.

EDUCATION 

More parents 
choosing to 
home school 


THE number of children 
being ‘home schooled’ in 
Cambridgeshire has almost 
quadrupled in the last five 
years. 

Figures released by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
show that in 2014/15, 776 
children were educated in 
their own home. In 2009/10, 
the number was just 200. 

According to the council’s 
report, 66 of the 776 children 
being taught at home were 
from the Ely area. 

Almost half of the county’s 
home schooled children 
live in Cambridge or South 
Cambridgeshire. 

National guidance from 
the Department for Educa¬ 
tion shows there is very lit¬ 
tle obligation on parents 
who home school, with no 
requirement to follow set 
timetables, teach the na¬ 
tional curriculum or even 
give formal lessons. 

The most common rea¬ 
sons for home schooling 
recorded by the council in¬ 
clude cultural or philosoph¬ 
ical reasons, dissatisfaction 
with the school environ-

ment or fears over bullying. 

Commenting on the story 
on the Ely News’ Facebook 
page, one mum said: “I had 
to because my son was bul¬ 
lied so badly and was even 
stabbed with a compass. 
The school did nothing to 
help us.” 

Another mum said: “I did 
and it was the best decision 
I’ve ever made.” 

However, one mum said 
she thought home school¬ 
ing “deprives children so¬ 
cially”. 

She said: “I personally 
wouldn’t choose to because 
I believe that there is great 
social value to children. 

“I’m not the sort of parent 
who will step aside and will 
remain a very active part of 
my daughter’s education. 

“I certainly understand 
that some people choose 
to home school, but I feel it 
deprives children socially; 
they need to be free to form 
relationships free from their 


parents, and grow in them¬ 
selves.” 

In the report, Adrian 
Loades, executive director of 
the children and young peo¬ 
ple committee at the county 
council, said: “Education is 
compulsory, school is not. 

“We have no statutory du¬ 
ties in relation to monitor¬ 
ing the quality of home edu¬ 
cation on a routine basis. 

“We have no powers to 
enter the homes of, or oth¬ 
erwise see children or moni¬ 
tor the quality of their work, 
for the purpose of monitor¬ 
ing the provision of elective 
home education. 

“This is a very different 
approach to some other lo¬ 
cal authorities who still in¬ 
sist on visits and contacts 
when the legal position to 
do so is weak to the point of 
uselessness.”

‘Fundraising helps 
keep Karen with us’ 


Since losing her daughter 
Karen to leukaemia in 1998, 
Sylvia Morris has worked 
tirelessly to transform the 
lives of others suffering from 
the same disease. Here, she 
tells Lydia Fallon about her 
mission to keep Karen's 
memory alive. 

S YLVIA Morris's Stapleford home is filled 
with family photos. From school portraits of 
her three grandchildren to happy holiday 
snaps, the smiles of Sylvia's family shine down 
from every wall. 

But there's one in particular which stands 
out. It's the front cover of Telegraph Magazine 
from Easter Sunday 1998 and shows the striking 
image of a beautiful young woman with big, 
Bambi-like eyes alongside the headline "The 
will to live". 

The young woman is Sylvia's eldest daughter 
Karen. Although you wouldn't know it to look 
at her, Karen had been fighting leukaemia for 
over six months at this point, a battle which she 
eventually lost on September 19, 1998, at the 
age of 23. 

Pictures and memories are now all Sylvia has 
left. "It's a beautiful picture," she smiles fondly. 
"It was actually taken by Jason Bell who is now 
the royal photographer! 

"She's lost all her hair at this point but she 
wasn't embarrassed to be photographed like 
that. I remember when it started to fall out 
she asked the nurse to shave it all off. She was 
incredibly brave." 

Bravery, determination and an iron-clad will 
to live defined Karen's year-long battle with 
this cruel disease. In the last months of her life, 
Karen campaigned endlessly to raise awareness 
of leukaemia and ensure more people signed 
up to the bone marrow register. 

After her death, Sylvia was determined to 
continue the invaluable work her Karen had 
started. She set up the Karen Morris Memorial 
Trust in memory of her daughter in 1999, and 
in the years since has raised more than £2 
million and transformed thousands of lives in 
the process. The Morrises are one very inspiring 
family. 

"Karen had always wanted to make a 
contribution to life, to leave this world a 
slightly better place because of her efforts, 
and we wanted to make sure her legacy lives I 
on," says Sylvia. "The charity brings some 
meaning to our loss and ensures she didn't go I 
in vain." 

Karen was in the middle of a four-year 
French and history degree at Warwick 
University when she was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. She was in Paris, teaching English 
to secondary school students, when she 
noticed some bruises on her legs, "but she 
thought she'd just banged her shins; that she 
was just a bit clumsy," Sylvia recalls. 

She returned home from Paris not long 
after and decided to go to the doctors after 
discovering a blotch on her face too. It was at 
this point, Sylvia says, "everything exploded. 

We were about to go on holiday to Spain when 
we got a phone call asking Karen to come in 
to the hospital, and for me to come with her. 
They'd sent off for a blood test for the mark on 
her face and had the results . . ." 

On September 11,1997, doctors diagnosed

Karen with chronic myeloid leukaemia. Karen 
was just 22. She was fit, healthy and had 
her whole life ahead of her - the news was 
incomprehensible. 

"It was an old man's disease and Karen was 
always so healthy; we were stunned," recalls 


Sylvia. "Karen immediately burst into tears, 
and then slowly started coping with it, while I 
was slower to absorb it; all I could think was 
'Why us?'. 

"But I had to stay strong for Karen's sake, 
and for my younger daughter Debby. I 
remember the week before she passed away 
the doctor saying to me 'There is no hope; 
how are you always so cheerful?' and I 
said 'How else can I be? I've got to 
be strong in front of them'." 

The day of her diagnosis Karen 
agreed to front a campaign for the 
Sue Harris Bone Marrow Trust, 
with the aim of encouraging 
more donors to sign up to the 
bone marrow register. 

"She was a very popular youth leader 
with a large circle of friends, and as a result of 
the campaign thousands joined the register and 
tens of thousands of pounds was raised," smiles 
Sylvia. 

Never one to rest on her laurels, Karen also

started her own campaign for Leuka 2000, 
the fundraising branch of the Hammersmith 
Hospital where she was receiving treatment. 
"She was so incredibly brave. I have this picture 
in my mind from when I used to drop her off at 
the hospital. She'd get out the car, sling her bag 
over her shoulder and march in," says Sylvia. 

"She wanted to know everything, all the 
what-ifs. I could only cope with what was 
happening in the moment but she had 
a great inner strength. Even on the 
night before she passed away, she 
was asking the consultant for her next 
booster." 

Sylvia's life has changed irrevocably 
since Karen's passing. "When you lose 
^' a child nothing else bothers you any 

more; it puts everything into perspective," 
she says. 

Nothing can ease the pain either, she adds, 
but throwing herself headfirst into Karen's 
fundraising initiative did prove a great source of 
comfort and strength. "I found it therapeutic; 
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"I had to stay strong for 
Karen’s sake, and for my 
younger daughter Debby.

something to hang on 
to which wasn't just 
memories. It was a way of 
keeping her name alive 
and to keep her with us." 

The Karen Morris 
Memorial Trust (KMMT) 
became a registered 
charity in 1999, and 
nearly 1 7 years later 
continues to thrive. 

The main focus of 
the charity is Karen's 
Homes from Home, 
which aims to provide private, on¬ 
site accommodation for the families of 
people suffering from leukaemia, so they 
can support each other through the ups and 
downs of treatment. The charity has homes 
at four of the leading leukaemia hospitals 
in the UK (with a fifth hopefully on the 
way): Hammersmith, the Churchill 
in Oxford, the Queen Elizabeth 
in Birmingham and our own 
Addenbrooke's. 

"The emphasis is very 
much on 'home'," explains 
Sylvia. "They are all very 
welcoming, fully equipped 
with books and games. 

Families can cook their 
favourite meals; they can 
have a bath, everything is 
meant to be designed for 
comfort." 

Running the charity can, Sylvia 
concedes, be a lot of hard work, 
but the feedback she receives from users 
makes it more than worthwhile. "From 'It gave 
us a chance to be human beings and a normal 
couple, not a patient and a carer' to 'I could be 



with my wife 24/7 for 
her last Christmas'; it's 
been really wonderful 
to hear how the homes 
have helped people." 

I Her unwavering 
dedication hasn't 
gone unnoticed. 

Sylvia was recently 
one of 33 medallists 
honoured at the 
British Citizen Awards 
(BCAs), a national 
honour celebrating 
the country's unsung 

heroes. "The ceremony was amazing; I didn't 
think I'd be as affected as I was," she says. 

What would Karen have thought of it all? 

"I could hear her shrieks of 'WOW!'," she 
chuckles. "She was very much there with us." 
Sylvia talks about Karen often; wonders 
what her daughter would be up to 
if she was still alive, and how 
different her own life would be. 
"I've got three grandchildren, 
and when you ask the 
youngest (whose middle 
name is Karen) what her 
name is she will say 'Ayela 
Auntie Karen Jepps'. And 
they all ask 'Would Auntie 
Karen have liked me?' We 
talk about her all the time; 
it's important to keep her 
memory alive," says Sylvia. 

"I remember at her funeral the 
rabbi said her book is still open and 
at the time I felt really cross, really upset 
about that because it wasn't, but, actually, it 
really is. She's always with us - just not in the 
way we would like."

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Google’s autonomous car 
set-up is legally the driver 



G OOGLE'S driverless car 

system, a sophisticated piece 
of artificial intelligence, is now 
being declared the legal driver by a 
US regulator. 

In a letter to Chris Urmson, director 
of the internet giant's self-driving car 
project, the American government's 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration outlined its new 
stance. 

Traditionally, vehicles without a 
driver physically behind the wheel 
would not be considered safe or 
roadworthy. 

But over the past 100 years 
technological developments including 


the introduction of anti-lock 
brakes through to air bags and lane 
departure warnings have changed the 
face of driving. 

In November Google asked the 
NHTSA to interpret current federal 
motor vehicle safety standards and 
how they apply to the car they are 
currently testing and developing. 

The letter sent earlier this month 
reads: "If no human occupant of the 
vehicle can actually drive the vehicle, 
it is more reasonable to identify the 
driver as whatever (as opposed to 
whoever) is doing the driving. 

"In this instance, an item of motor 
vehicle equipment, the SDS, is 


actually driving the vehicle." 

Google's Self Driving System is an 
onboard computer that "controls all 
aspects of driving by perceiving its 
environment and responding to it". 

And the NHTSA agrees that 
no human occupant of Google's 
autonomous vehicles could meet the 
criteria of a "driver" as they would not 
be capable of actually driving it. 

Google's fleet of prototype 
driverless cars rely on sensors and 
software to complete journeys. 

Their shape is more rounded than 
normal cars to allow the lasers, radars 
and cameras to detect objects in all 
directions. They are powered by 


electric batteries and have an interior 
that is "designed for riding, not for 
driving". 

Earlier this month it was disclosed 
that transport bosses in London are in 
"active discussion" with Google in a 
bid to bring trials of the driverless cars 
to the UK. 

It was also announced by the 
Government that they will invest £20 
million in eight driverless car projects 
in the UK. 

Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said the technology 
would "profoundly change" travel 
within years - by reducing accidents 
and helping traffic flow. 


Seat unveils the Ateca, its 
first SUV, at Barcelona show 


YESTERDAY Seat unveiled its 
first SUV in Barcelona. 

At UK launch this September, 
Ateca will be available in a wide 
range of variants. The choice 
of powerful turbocharged TSI 
petrol and TDI diesel engines 
spans from 115 PS to 190 
PS, with either front-wheel 
or all-wheel-drive, mated to 
manual or dual-clutch DSG 
transmissions. The extensive 
array of technology options 
extends from full-LED 
headlights through a broad 
portfolio of assistance systems, 
including some of the very 
latest Group technology, 
such as Traffic Jam Assist and 
Emergency Assist, right through 
to a package of high-end 
nfotainment systems with eight- 
inch touchscreens and Full Link 
connectivity. Three trim levels 


will offer colours and top- 
quality materials to suit every 
taste, with the top-spec being 
the Ateca XCELLENCE. 

In keeping with Seat 
tradition, the Ateca derives its 
name from Spanish geography, 
this time taking inspiration 
from the village of the same 
name which lies in the west of 
Zaragoza, right in the heart of 
the brand's homeland. 

The range of innovative 
driver assistance systems is 
extensive and includes Traffic 
Jam Assist:at traffic jam speeds, 
the Ateca steers, accelerates 
and brakes automatically 
within the system boundaries. 
At higher speeds of up to 
37mph, the system provides 
support with speed control and 
lane keeping. A new safety 
function is Emergency Assist: 


if the driver remains inactive 
beyond a certain period, the 
vehicle issues first a visual then 
an acoustic warning, followed 
finally by a brief pulse of 
the brakes. If there is still no 
reaction, the Ateca slows down 
to a standstill, while staying in 
lane. Rounding off its array of 
additional support technologies 
are ACC with Front Assist, 

Traffic Sign Recognition, Blind 
Spot Detection, Rear Cross 
Traffic Alert and Top View 
Camera. 

All powertrains are 
turbocharged. They range from 
115 PS to 190PS. The diesel 
options start with the 1.6 TDI 
115PS. The 2.0 TDI is available 
with 150 and 190PS. Fuel 
consumption figures range from 
56 to 66mpg, its C02 figures 
from 112 to 131g/km.

VOLKSWAGEN: Changing tack 

VW replaces 1.4 and 
1.6 units with a 1.5 

VOLKSWAGEN'S current line-up 
of 1.4 and 1.6 engines will be 
replaced by a new set of 1.5-litre 
models. 

The new TSI and TDI engines 
will replace the existing engines 
in popular cars from Skoda, 
Volkswagen, Seat and Audi. 
Volkswagen says these new 
engines are designed to meet the 
much more difficult emissions 
regulations set to begin in 2020. 

The engines are understood to 
be similar in size and shape to the 
existing ones, however the new 
models are likely to be lighter 
and more aerodynamic than the 
outgoing versions. 

Volkswagen has been criticised 
in recent months for their role in 
the 'dieselgate' emissions scandal, 
in which the Wolfsburg-based 
car maker was accused of putting 
'defeat devices' in cars to cheat 
emissions tests.
